It is better 
for

health; it is lK*tt<M* f«*r irrigating; it 
would do away with boiler trouble, 
heater trouble, laundry trouble 
and 
meter trouble. 
As for the quantity, so long us we 
dei«end on wells that furnish fifteen 
an<l twenty gallons per minute, just 
so long will we have a limited water 
supply for the reason that we will, on 
account of the cost of operation and 
«»«juipment, k«*«*p the numlK'r of our 
wells at a minimum. Then we can 
never pump water from this class of 
wells ¡it a cost that will enable us to 
sc 11 Hie water at a price where people 
can afford to have real 
lawns 
and 
grow trees and shrubbery. Ami then if 
th«*y could affonl the price, tlu*y woulo 
not hnve the heart to attempt to do 
s«>, for they know that about the time 
their trees ¡»ml lawns were well under­ 
way, we would have it hot dry summer 
the water would b<* cut off, and their 
years of labor would b<* lost. 
Some folks who feel ju»tlfi«*d in op- 
I*>sing tin* additional bond issue ask«*d 
f««r say that we would have this water 
shortage with th«* reservoir 
supply. 
With the $70,000 we now 
have 
we 
could give you a reservoir that would 
give us an ample supply most of the 
time, possibly five y«»ars in six or 
six years in seven ami in this connect­ 
ion we want to assure th«* p«*ople of 
Comanche that they have within five 
and tt half mites of Comanche three 
reservoir sit«*s where reservoirs can 
Ik* constructed that will impound wa­ 
ter for a town of eight to ten thous­ 
and people. One of these sites has a 
drainage art»a 
of 
fourteen 
square 
miles, and the other two have twenty 
miles or more each. 
With the additional money 
asked 
for a reservoir can be built at either 
of th«*ae sit«*» that will furnish an un­ 
failing water supply for a town twice 
our present size. Speaking of twice 
the rise, possibly some of you noticed 
an article in The Star Telegram of 
Monday dealing with Shamrock's wa­ 
ter supply.

unvarying exp«‘rience of small town» 
that have instalted water works that

«•h**s. and at th<* other a fraction tess 
than nine and half indies. If our wa­ 
ter does not change its habits and the 
lime continues to encrust <»ur mains 
at the rate it lias for th«» past twenty- 
four years, in thirty years more our 
water pressure will 
b«» minced fifty 
l**r cent, if we continue this water 
supply, and there are ptmple who are 
going to vote* against the«*s bonds who 
will likely live longer than that. In the 
past twenty-four y«*ars this encrusta­ 
tion or something els** has dcx*reas«Kl 
our water pressure ate>ut 15 per cent.
